Mr. DOUGLAS. I think there seems to be 
etty good disposition manifested now, and we 
shall be able to dòse the debate and proceed to the 
voter in a veiy short time. 


Mr. President, before I proceed to the general 
argatuent upon the most important branch of this 
question, I must say a few words in reply to the 
senator fix>m Tennessee, [Mr. BelJ,] who has spo- 
ken upon the bill to-day. He approves of the 
principles of the bill ; he thinks they have great 
merit ; but hn does not see his way entirely clear 
to vote for the bill, because ofthe objections which 
he has stated, most of which relate to the In 
dians 


Upon that point, 1 desire to say that it has nev- 
er been the custom in territorial bills to make 
regulations concerning the Indians within the 
limits of the proposed Territories. All matters 
relating to them it has been thought wise to leave 
so subsequent legisletion, to be brought forward 
by the Committee on Indian Affairs. I did ven- 
ture originally in this bill to put in one or two 
provisions upon that subject ; but, at the sugges 
tion of many senators on both sides of the ch^am- 
ber, they were stricken out, in order to allow the 
appropriate committee ofthe Senate to take char- 
ge of that subject. I think, thcrefere, since we 
have stricken from the bill all those provisions 
which pertain to the Indian^ and reserved the 
whole subject for the consideration and action of

Pulpit Polities.—Rev. Dr. Perry, of Cleveland, 
on Sunday last preached an able Bible pernion 
against pulpit polities, taking for his text. "Ren- 
der unto CiBsar the things which- are Cicsar's, 
and unto God the things which are God's." A 
synopsis ofthe discourse is given in the Plaindea- 
ler.

We have every reason to 
hope and trust that the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs will propose such measures as will do entire 
justice to the Indians, without contravening the 
objects of Congress in organizing these Territor- 
ies. 


But, sir. allusion has been made to certain In- 
dian treaties, and it has been intimated, if not 
charged in direct terms, that we were violatin the 
stipulations of those treaties in respect to the right 
and lands ofthe Indians. 
The senator from Tex- 
as [Mr. Houston] made a very long and interes- 
ting speech on that subject; but it so happened, 
that most of the treaties to which he referred 
were with Indians not included within the limits 
of this bill. 
We have been informed, in the cour- 
se ofthe debate to-day, by the chairman of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs, [Mr. Sebastian.] 
that there ia but one treaty in existence relating 
to lands oV Indians within the limits of either of 
the proposed Territories, and that is the treaty 
with the Ottawa Indians, about two hundred per- 
sons in number, owning about thirty-four thou- 
sand acres of laud. 
Thus it appears that the 
whole argument ot injustice to the red man. which 
in the course of this debate has called forth so 
much sympathy and indignation, is confined to 
two hundred Indians, owning less than two town- 
ships of land. Now, sir, is it possible that a 
country, said to bo five hundred thousand square 
miles extent, and large enough to make twelve 
such States as Ohio, is t6 be consigned to prepe- 
tual barbarism merely on account of that small 
number of Indians, when the bill itself expressly 
provides that those Indians and their lands are 
not to be included within the limits of the pro- 
posed Territories, nor to be subject to their laws 
or jurisdiction? I would not allow this measure to 
invade the rights ot even one Indian, and hence 
I inserted in the first section of the bill that none 
of the tribes with whom we have treaty stipula- 
tions should bo embraced within either of the 
Territories, unless such Indians shall voluntarily 
consent to be included therein by treaties here- 
after to be made. If any senator can furnish me 
with language more explicit, or which would 
prove more effectual in securing the rights of the 
Indians, I will cheerfully adopt it. 


WelL sir, the Senator from Tennessee, in a ver- 
y kind spirit, here raises the objection for me to 
answer, that this bill includes Indians within the 
limits of these Territories with whom we have no 
and he desires to know what we are to 
do with them. I will say to him, that that is not

proper inquiry to come before the Committee on 
Territories. 
You have in all your territorial bills 
includsd Indians within the boundaries of the 
Territories. 
When you erected the Territory of 
Minnesota, you had not extinguished the Indian 
title to one foot of land in that Territory west of 
the Mississippi river, and to the major part of 
that Territory the liidian title remains unextin- 
guished to this day. In addition to those wild 
tribes, you removed Indians from Wisconsin and 
located them within Minnesota since the Terri- 
tory was organized. It will be a question for the 
cotisideratlon of the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
and for the action of Congress, when, in settle- 
ment and civilization, it shall become necessary 
to change the present policy in resjject to the In- 
dians. 
When you erected the territorial govern- 
ment of Oregon, a few years ago, you embraced 
within it all the Indians living in the Territory 
without their consent, aud without any such re- 
servations in their behalf as are contained in this 
bill. You had not at that time made a treaty 
with those Indians, nor extinguished their title to 
an acre of land in that Territ^. nor indeed have 
you done so to this day. 
So it is in the organi- 
zation of Washington Territory. You ran the 
lines around the country which you thought 
ought to be within the limits of the Territory 
and you embraced all the Indians within those 
lines; but you. made no provision in respect to 
their rights or lands; you left that matter to the 
Committee on Indian Affairs, to the Indian laws, 
and to the proper department, to be arranged 
afterwards as the public interests might require. 
The same is true in. reference the Utah and New 
Mexico. 


In fact, the policy provided for in this bill, in 
respect to the Indians, is that which is now in 
force in every one of the Territories. 
Therefore, 
any senator who objects to this bill on that score 
should have objects to this bill on that score 
should have objected to and voted against every 
territorial bill which you have now in existence. 
Yet my friend from Texas has taken occasion to 
remind the Senate several times that it was a 
matter of pride—and it ought to be a matter of 
patriotic pride Vfith him—that he voted for every 
measure of the compromise of 1850, including the 
Utah and New Mexico territorial bdls, embrac- 
ing all the Indians within their limits. My friend 
from Tennessee, too, has been very liberal in vot- 
ing for most of the territorial bills; and I there 
fore trust that the same patriotic and worthy mo- 
tives which induced him to vote for the territor- 
ial acts of 1850 will enable him to give his sup- 
port to tbe present hill, especially as he approves 
of the great principle of popular sovereignty op- 
on which it rests.

Mr. President, 1 could go on and m'uitiply ex- 
iriict after extract from my speeches in 18aO, and 
prior to that date, to show that this doctrine or 
leaving the people to decide these qnestions for 
themselves is not an "after-thought" with me, 
seized upon this session for the first time, as my 
calumniators have so frequently and boldly 
charged in their sp°eche.s during this debate, and 
in their manifesto to the public. 
1 refused to 
support the celebrated omnibus bill in 1850 un- 
til the obnoxious provision was stricken out, and 
the principle of self-government restored, as it 
existed in my orginal bill. No sooner were the 
compromise measures ot 1850 passed, than the 
abolition confederates, Who lead the opposition 
to this bill now, raised the crv of repeal in some

resistance to the execution ot the law. In order 
to arrest and suppress the treasonable purpose 
of these abolition confederates, and avert the 
horrors of civil war, it becatne itty duty, on the 
23d of October, 1850. to address an exc .ted and 
frenzied mnltltude at Chicago, in defence of each 
an<l all of the compromise measures of that year. 
I will read one or two sentences from that speech, 
to show how those measures were then under- 
stood and explained by their advocates : 


These measures are predicated on the great 
fundamental principle that every jteople ought 
to possess the right of forming and regulating 
their own internal concerns and don>estic institu- 
tions in their own way." 


Again : 
'•These things are all confided by the Ci.n- 
stitutlon to each State to decide for itself, and 
1 know of no reason why the s»me principle 
should not be confided to the Territories." 


In this speech it will be seen that I lay down 
a general principle of universal application, and 
make no distinction between territories north or 
south of 36® 30'.- 


I am aware that some ofthe abolition eoftfcd- 
erates have perpetrated a monstrous fcrgcry on 
that apcecii, and are now circulating through 
th« abolition newspapers the statement that i 
said that I would ' cling wish the tenacity oi life 
to the compromise of 1820."

was made, and not until the senator from Ken-« 
tucky proposed his amendment to the bill- 


I read from that portion of the report in which 
the committee lay down the principle by which 
they proposed to be governed i 


••In the judgmeiit òf yout committee, those 
measures (compromise of 1850) were intended to 
have a far more comprehensive and enduring 
effect than the mere adju.^tinont ofthe difficulties 
arising out of the rccctii acquisition of Mexicarl 
territory. 
They wore designed to establish cer- 
tain great principles, which would not only furn- 
•sh adequate remedies for existing evi's, but in 
all time to come avoid the perils of a similar ag - 
tatioTi. hy Witiidraw.'ng the question of slavery 
from the halls of Con{^e.ss and the political arena; 
and commiitin<r it to the arbitrament Of those' 
who were imhiediately increased in and alone 
responsible for its cottsequences." 


After making a brief argument in defence of 
this principle", the report proceeds, as follows : 


'•From these proviiiion?, it is apparent that the 
compromise measures of 1850 afSrm and rest 
upon the following propositions ; 


"F.rst. That alf questioris pertaining to slavery 
itr the Territories, and in the new States to be 
formed therefrom, are to be left to the decision of 
the people residing therein, by their appropriate 
represetitativee,- to be chosen by them for that 
purpose." 


And, in conclusion, the rejiort prcpo.«eS .t sub- 
stitute for the bill introduced by the senator froui 
Iowa, and concludes as follows : 


•The substitute for the bill which Jyour com- 
mittee have prepared, and which is commended 
to the favorable action of the Senate, proposes to 
carry the.«e propositions and principles into practi - 
cai operation, ill the precise language of the com- 
promise measures of 1850."'

Both rest upon t^.é greai

But my accusers attempt to raise up a false 
issue, and threby divert public attontion from the 
real one, by the cry that thciMissouri compromise 
is to be repealed or violated by the passage (>t' 
this bill. Well, if the eighth section of the MV- 
souri act, wh'ch attempted to fix the destinies ot' 
futur generat'ons in those Territories for all tinuv 
to come, it utter disregard ofthe rigiits and wlshei 
of the people when they should be received into 
theUnion as States, be ]ncon.sIstcnt with the great 
principle of solf-govoriimont and the Constitutiou 
of tbe United States, it ought to be abrogated. 
The legislation of 1850 abri^atc^ the Missouri 
Compromise, so far as the country embraced 
within the limits of Utah and New Mexico was 
covered by the slavery restriction. It is tme,th.it. 
those acts did not in terms and by name repeal 
the act of 1820, as originally adopted, or as ex- 
tended by the resolutions annexing Texas in 
184». any mors than the report ofthe committee 
on Territories proposes to repeal the same acts 
this session. 
But the acts of 1850 did author ze 
the ^leople of those Territories to exercise ^^all 
rightful power of legislation consistent "svith the 
Constitution,''not excepting the question of slave- 
ry ; and did provides that, when those Torritorior* 
should be admitted into the Union, they should 
be received with or without slavery as the people 
thereof may determine at the date of their ar?- 
mission. Those provisions were in direct conflict 
with a clause in a former enactment, declaring 
that slavery should be forever prohibited in any 
portion of'said Territories- and hence rendered 
such clause inoperative and void to the extenC" 
of such confl'ct. This was an inevitable conse- 
quence, resulting from the provisions in tho>o" 
acts which gave the people the right to decide 
the slavery question for thomselvc.s, in conformity 
with the Constitution.
